Tae question of the revision of the Chinese 
Tariff will unquestionably come up for con- 
sideration ‘during the negotiations for a 
settlement between the foreign Ministers and 
the Chinere Government. . There are condi- 
tions. in connection with the duties levied 
that render the present system intolerable 
to foreign merchants and traders, and on 
their side the Chinese want to realise a larger 
amount from the trade carried on with for- 
' eign countries. The local Chamber of Com- 
merce, we are glad to note, is keeping this 
contingency well in sight, and has. addressed 
to the British Minister in. Peking a letter 
reminding him of the promise. given by his 
predecessor in office, Sir Craupz Mac- 
Dowarp, that the Chamlers of Commerce 
of Hongkong and Shanghai would be afford- 
ed an opportunity, before any amended 
tariff is ndopted, of considering and report- 
ing on any proposals for the revision of the 
torif® Sir CLavpe MacDonato also stated, 
in this connection, that the opinions of these 
Chambers would receive full aad careful 
consideration. No doubtthe Chambers will 
have a great-deal to suy on the questions of 
Tekin and the differential duties imposed by 
the Haikwan (or Superintendent) of Native 
Customs at Canton, The existence of com- 
peting Customs establishments in Kwang- 
tung bas long been a faithful source of 
trouble and obstruction, as by its working 
the Chinese traders are tempted to ship 
‘goods by junk insteade of by steamer from 
Canton, It may be argued that, in con- 
sequence, the goods are laid on the Hong-, 
kong market at a somewhat cheaper rate, 
but as this is done at: the expense of a 
foreign shipping company, and is in direct 
violation of ,treaty tights, the point 
cannot be maintained, as an ofivantage con- 
ferred ‘on merchants atthe cost of ship- 
._ owners cannot make legal an infringement 
of the treaties, The only possible way: of 
securing the abolition of such infringementa 
in a pare hina is to remove the 
cause. ‘Fhe entiré Customs dues aa well an 
the Ickin should be collected by the Imperial 
Maritime Customs, and. the lekin should bs 


we,

merged in the Customs duty, a proportion ‘ 


of proceeds being banded by the Colleetorite 
to the provincial governments in compensa 
tion for the Joss of fehin. “This provision is 
not-unlikely to find favour with the tm. 
perial Government, but it will - ‘probably 
meet with opposition from the provincial 
administrations, who will find their squeezes 
somewhat shorn by such an arrangement, 

Nevertheless we trust the foreign. re- 
presentatives will stand fast by this pro- 
posal. If the tariff is to be increased it ean 
only be done on these terms ; otherwise the 
Inst state of foreign trade in China will 
prove very much worse than its first. We 
are gind to note, by our Shanghai morning 
¢ontémporary,- that the question of treaty 
revison is engaging the attention of the 
German Association there, the Consul 
General for Germany having asked them to 
point out the principal subjects demanding 
notice in the coming negotiations. “The As- 
sociation have done’ this very thoroughly 
and embodied their ideas in a memorandum 
which has been published in the German 
organ at that port and reproduced in a 
translation in these. columna on the 7th 
inst. . They of course place the revision of 
the Tariff in the forefront, and “urge first 
that the ad valorem duties shall be, where 
possible, replaced by specific duties. The 
ad valorem ‘dutics have led to much un- 
pleasantness between German importers and 
the Customs authorities, owing to the duty 


‘| being fixed on the market value of the 


goods, and the difficulty experienced in 
an agreement being come té-as to what-that 
value really ix, more cone in the ‘case 
of goods sold “to arrive.” With regard to 
lekin, the German Association ask that these 
duties shall be abandoned altogether and 
higher duties substituted, ie. to allow gooda 
that have oncé paid import duty to pass 
free through China, or to unite the collection 
of Iekin with that of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, This recommendation is on all- 
fours with the views of all foreign mer- 
chants, we believe. The. Association next 
proceeds to deal with half-duty drawbacks, 
which they rivhtly argue should be issued 
in less time than at present, and sugyest 
two months as a reasonable period. They 
also propose that these drawbacks should 
be made available for payment of export or 
import duties indiscriminately and at any 
Customs station, or be redeemable for cash 
at their full value. A1 present six months 
often. elapse before the exporter can get his 
money Lack, and this is an obstruction to 
trade which ought not to exist: On this 
head, we think, “there will ‘be no difference 
of opinion among the foreign eommunites 
or the Chambers of Commerce. 

Coming to the question of Customs regu- 
lations, the German Association is of opinion 
that, those dealing with Night Permits, Sun- 
day Permits, &c., require radical alteration. 
The Agsdciation have had long and practical 
experience of. their working in Shanghai, 
where they probably exist under the most 
favourable conditions, and if they are not 
found convenient at that port they must 
anquestionably nec] revisou. “On the ques- 
tion of Bonded Warehouses the Association 
is most emphatic. As most of our readers 
are aware, the China Merchants’ S.N. Co.'s 
wharves and yodowns alone possess this 
privilege, which constitutes at once a valu- 
able concession and. an unfair monopoly. 
The Association points out the unreason- 
ubleness of this monopoly, and shows how 
it works to the injury of the foreign com- 
munity by the fact that during the late 
disturbances the. Banks refused to make 
advances Npon gpods stored in the China 
Moreover there is 
the fact that the uccommodation provided 
by them is frequently insufficient. There is 
indeed no reason why one Company should 
be thus favoured, especially ne competing 
with foreigners for the carriage and storage 
of goods. The godowns should either be 
neutral and owned by the Customs, or any 
foreign godown company that will conform 
to the Customs regulations should have 
its’ godowns made into Bonded Ware- 
houses. In any case, no advantage should 
be afforded to any company or nationality- 
On this point the Foreign Ministers should 
certainly obtain “a definite’ understanding 
clearly and expressly laid down. io the 
agreement. In making these suggestions 
the German Agsociation of Shanghai bas 
done good and useful work, and the Consul- 
General is to be congratulated on having so 
prom ptly applied to his countrymen engaged 
in trade for an expression of their views. 
We await with interest the reply of Sir 
Eunest Sarow. to the letter of the 
Hongkong Chumber of. Commerce on 
the sume subject. * Perhaps His Excel- 
lency prefera to wait to ascertain the 
views and, proposals of the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries before inviting an expres- 
sion of opinion from the Chambers, and 
there may pe something te be said in favour

Captain Paul Emin Flandin, of the French 
mail steamer Laos; and Mr, G. de Champeauz, 


thoagenttothe Mossageries Maritimes, appeuredt |: 


to answer an adjourned summons taken out 
against them in October last in respect of u 
quantity of opium which had been found on the 
steamer. ro 

'The oviginal depositions of Mr. Walter 
Heury White were to the effect that at about 
eleyen o'clock onthe miornittg of October 22nd 
he went on bourd the Laos with seven excise 
officers and asked the chief officur for permission 
to search the ship, and especially the rooms oc- 
eupied by the sorvants.. Permission was giveu 
to him, and he found two boxes of prepared 
opium, containing. sbout 960 taels. He could. 


not find out whom the opium belonged to, but he } 


arrested two men, each of whom had two tals 
in his possession. , 

Mr. White was recalled yesterday and said 
he found the opium let into the deck in the 
Chinese servants’ qaarters, About -cightcen 
to, twenty servants were sleeping there. In 
attempting +o take his two prizonera off from 
the ship he was stopped by the captain. 

Cross-exramined by Mr. Looker, who appear- 
ed for Mr. de Champeanx, On bringing the two 
mon on deck he met the captain, who usked him 
what he was doing.. He answered that he had 
arrested them for being in possession of prepared 
opium. The captain then asked witness for his 
warrant, but witness informed him there was no 
neceasity for one, and at oncoattempted to pass 
the gangway. -However, as the captain still 
stood in his way, he released liis two prisoners 
and reported the matter to his inspector. 

The captain was called and stated that he had 
bean in command of the steamer Lave since she’ 
was lawiched. Between Singapore and Saigon 
there were always a good mony Chinese passon- 
gers. At the time of the ocenrroneo mentioned. 
he was conducting tho French Conenl to tho 
gaugway. Whon ho reached it ho met a policc- 
man with two boxes of opium. He told the 
officer that-he had been given permission io 
gearch the ship, but that did not permit 
him to take ‘any of the mon awuy. He under- 
stood from the Fronch Consul that the warrant 
was notin order. He knew therules of the port 
were 1o the effect that a policeman was allowed 
to arrest a man on the ship without a warrant.
